Navon’s sophistication in the 
ways of the mighty obviously 
derives from his 11 yeara with 
Ben-Gurion. The Old Man 
originally borrowed him from the 
late Moshe Sharett — he was the 
foreign minister's aide — in order 
to learn Spanish. B.-G, wanted to 
read Cervantes’ Don Quizote in 
the original. 

Navon was the guardian of Ben- 
Gurion's privacy and incurred the 
wrath of many influential people 
by fending them off. 

Navon remains the most dovish ἡ 
among the band of Ben-Gurion's 
boys who proceeded to leave their 
imprint on Israeli history. For 
him, as for his old boss, the prime 
factor is preserving the Jewish 
character of the State of Israel. 
One of his declared aims was to 
write a book rectifying B.-G.'s 
historical image, which he thinks 
was badly hurt during the Lavon 
Affair, 


B-G DEMANDED and got the 
maximum out of his staff, and in- 
deed it was only when the Old Man 
finally retired from the 
premiership that his loyal aide 
took time to marry.

IN THE tradition of Weatern art, 
. an artist who created works on 
usually making 
preliminary sketches or introduc-, 
tory colour studies for more 
serious or “finished” endeavoura.

as finished pieces and ‘valued as 
such by creator and collector.
